ST. PETERSBURG, July 23.—A few 
days may witness the constitution of a 
* Provisional Gcvernment ” composed of 
an enlarged Council of Ministers, with the 
inclusion of conservative members of the 
dispersed lower house of Parliament, 
Counciicrs of the Fmpire, and men influ- 
ential in the life of the Emperor who can 
be induced to accept Ministries without 
portfolios and contribute 
and advice to the hard-pressed Govern- 
ment. : 

This is the solution to which Premier 
Stolypin and the members of his Cabinet, 
who realize the enormous nature of the 


task of tiding over the country during the | 


tempestuous era that is now dawning, are 
turning, and it was the subject of delib- 
eration at a meeting of the Cabinet last 
night, and again this evening. It is 
learned that a majority of the Ministers 
have become converts to the idea, and 
that its adoption depends upon the suc- 
cess Of M. Stolypin in inducing men like 
ex-Finance Minister Shipoff, Count Hey- 
den, ex-Commerce Minister Timiriaseff, 
and M. Guchkoff to compromise their fut- 
ure by allying themselves with such a 
“ King’s Council.” Shipoff and Guchkoff 
already have been approached. 

A ukase will soon be issued fixing the 
date of elections for Parliament for the 
week in December, Russian style,

Systematic military 
perquisitions for political agitators, and 
especially members of the proletariat or- 
ganizations, are in full swing. Among 
the persons arrested are a number of 
terrorists’ on whom were found photo- 
graphs of their intended victims, as in 
the case of Gen. Kozlov’s assassin.

PARIS, July 23.—The financial effect of 
the imperial manifesto is causing appre- 
hension, as one of the chief inducements 
to the taking up of the last Russian loan 
was the Government's assurance of the 
quieting of internal disorders by co-opera- 
tion with Parliament.

were officially appointed to represent. 

Premier Campbell-Bannerman, who re- 
sponded to Lord Weardale’s address of 
welcome, carried away by a sudden access 
of enthusiasm, shouted: 

**La Duma est morte! Vive la Duma!” 


Again the assembly leaped to its feet, 
wit a storm of cheering that con- 
tinued for fully two minutes. The Amer- 
ican representation was headed by Con- 
gressman Richard Bartholdt, while Will- 
iam J. Bryan occupied a seat on the plat- 
torm. 

Roosevelt a Worker for Peace. 


Lord Weardale, in his opening address, 
incidentally mentioned President Roose- 
velt’s having been associated with the 
delegates in the work of peace. 

“The advocates of peaceful methods of 
settling international differences, the 


friends of conciliation and justice,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘are day by day gaining ascendency 
in all civilized countries. The apologists 
of war no longer occupy the first place 
in the public eye. We may and do ad- 
mire the bravery of the soldier and the 
sailor, the skill of the great General or 
Admiral, but the world is beginning to 
respect even more the wise statesman 
who seeks the solution of international 
differences in the application of the prin- 
ciples of concillation and justice rather 
than by the ruthless agency of the sword. 
We in this union can pride ourselves in 
having initiated the movement which led 
to the constitution of The Hague Tri- 
bunal.”’ 

Premier Campbell-Bannerman reminded 
his hearers that King Edward had always 
been & great advocate of ace. The 
British Government, he added, was in 
entire sympathy with the object of the 
conference, whose work had already 
aroused among the nations a strong feel- 
ing in favor of peace. The world had far 
too long been nothing less than a huge 
military camp. 

The Premier especially greeted the 
members of the Russian Parliament pres- 
ent and also paid a tribute to Emperor 
Nicholas, who had done so much to- 
ward the enhancement of ideas of peace. 
It could, he thought, be safely asserted 
that the Russian Parliament, although 
dissolved, was sure to again come into 
existence. He hoped that at the next 
peace conference at The Hague a gen- 
eral act would be drawn up providing 
for the submission of all questions of 
dispute without restriction to The Hague 
Tribunal for the universal good of hu- 
manity.

DYNAMITERS LET OFF EASY. 


Small Fines, Merchants Say, Have 
Aided Alleged Unionist Outrages. 


The dynamite explosion early yesterday 
morning at the wholesale grocery estab- 
lishment of Clark, Chapin & Bushnell, at 
177 and 179 Duane Street, which employs 
non-union drivers, revealed the fact that 
the Merchants’ Protective Association feels 
that the courts In this jurisdiction do not 
impose sufficient penalties upon union 
men convicted of assaulting non-union 
men to discourage the practice. The po- 
lice believe that yesterday morning's 


explosion was instigated by union truck 
arivers, and the firm and the Merchants’ 
Protective Association share this convio- 


tion. 

The Merchants’ Protective Association, 
representing an invested capital of about 
$100,000,000 and eer ee almost every 
wholesale dealer of every description 
downtown, has been since December last 


fighting the union truckmen, who until/| 


recently were members of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters. It was 
then. that the union truckmen demanded 
a general unionization of all the whole- 
sale stores, including that of Clark, 
Chapin & Bushnell. Their demands were 
pretty generally refused, and when ow 
struc many of the wholesalers fille 
their places with non-union men. 

It was said yesterday by a prominent 
member of the Merchants’ Protective As- 
sociation that since December there had 
been nine convictions of union men on 
charges Of assault out of ten arrests. 
But, it was argued, the penalties imposed 
in most cases were so light that they 
practically amounted to no punishment at 
all. He cited two cases tendi to prove 
this. In January John Koc ,, & non- 
union driver for the Clark, Chapin & 
Bushnell firm was assaulted and badly 
beaten with an tron pipe by John Smith, 
a union man. The case had five hearings 
in the court before finally being settled, 
and then Smith, who was tried before 
Justice Deuel and two associates in 
Special Sessions, was sentenced to serve 
thirty days and pay a fine of $23. Later, 
George Atkins, another non-union driver, 
was almost murdered on the Erie pier of 
the North River, and John Bliss, who was 
convicted of the offense, was sentenced 
by the same court to serve five days. 
The members of the association explained 
that both cases were those of murderous 
assault, and that the penalties imposed 
were entirely too light. The effect, he 
said, was to protect the assailants and 
to encourage the system. He said the

Anyway, the plan is 
good, and its opposite, as most strik- 
ingly illustrated among the royal fam- 
ilies in Europe, while hardly as alarm- 
ing in its results as is commonly be- 
lieved, still does not commend itself to 
imitation, close or remote. 

In the article from which we have 
quoted it is stated that “the haughty 
Austrian aristocracy, which considers the 
nobility of France and England as up- 
Starts, and ostracizes any member who 
marries into a family much younger than 
the Caesars, is not as a class strong 
and healthy. It is from Austria in great 
measure that our circuses secure their 
giants and midgets, a fair proportion of 
whom are illegitimate, and many other 
of the various ‘freaks,’ objects of inter- 
est certainly, but hardly of pride. In- 
tellectually we do not think that the 
Btatesmen of Austria, Spain, and Russia 
are the equals of those of France and 
the United States, while the English com- 
moners have given a remarkable account 
of themselves.”

AUTOMOBILE SUPPLIES, 


A Denial That Retail Dealers Extort 
Unreasonable Prices. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your article of Friday about the prices 
of automobile supplies I am sure w:!l 
have a wrong impression on your readers. 
It is stated there that these goods can be 
purchased from hardware dealers at much 
lower prices than from the retail auto 
dealers, whereas, as a matter of fact, 
hardware dealers carry as a rule no auto- 
mobile supplies except perhaps wrenches, 
screwdrivers, and other articles that are 
suitable for many lines of business. 

The unnamed automobilist states that 
gasoline, which he admits costs in quan- 
titles 12 7-10 cents a gallonfrom the Stand- 
ard O!l Company, can be had at 12 7-10 
cents from the hardware dealer. ‘The 
usual price at retail for gasoline is from 
18 to 20 cents per gallon, which would 
seem to be fair when it is taken iuto con- 
sideration that the auto supply dealer 
must put in special equipment itn which 
to store it, pay a fee to the Fire Depart- 
ment, and also increased insurance on his 
entire stock, besides high rent and other 
expenses. Does your contributor expect 
to buy from the dealer at cost or when 
the dealer's expenses are figured less than 
cost? 

Take also the case of carbide, which the 
law requires must be sold in sealed cans, 
not to be opened by the dealer, and kept 
in stock not over 100 pounds at a tims:, in 
a special fire and water proof fron tank. 
The cpst to the dealer in salable-sized 
cans of, say, 10 pounds is much more 
than 5 cénts per pound, and it is retailed 


A fee must be paid to the Fire Depart- 
ment for a permit, and, taking every- 
thing into consideration, this price is reae 
sonable. 

In the comparison of prices given on 


the fact that retail dealers cannot buy in 
sufficient quantities to get the bottom 
price from the makers, but must secure 
their supply from the jobber, who {Is enti- 
tled to a profit also. 

Generally speaking, the prices in the 
first column, would seem to be the iist 
(not selling) prices, printed by manufact- 
urers and the second column the prices 
the jobbers charge the dealer. 

In conclusion I may add that there may 
be isolated cases in which small deaiers 
“hold up" transient customers, but as a 
rule the profit asked by reputable dealers 
is as fair as in any other line I know of. 

The article you printed is certainly mis- 
leading, to put it mildly.

Miss Annie H. Ide, who will become 
the bride of Congressman Bourke Cock- 
ran of New York, is a daughter of Gov- 
ernor General Henry Ide of the Philip- 
pines. Gen. Ide was the Commissioner 
at Samoa some fifteen years ago while 
Robert Louis Stevenson resided there. 

Miss Ide complained to Stevenson that 
she had been born on Christmas day, 
and was defrauded of her right to have 
& very own birthday. 

Thereupon Stevenson wrote the follow- 
ing letter, the original of which is treas- 
ured by Miss Ide: 

Vailima, Samoa, June 19, 1891. 

Dear. Mr. Jde: MHerewith please find the 
document, which I trust will prove sufficient 
in law. It seems to me very attractive in its 
eclecticism; Scots, English, and Roman law 
phrases are al] indifferently introduced, and a 
quotation from the works of Hayes Bailey 
ean hardly fail to attract the indulgence of 
the bench.

I, Robert Louis Stevenson, advocate of the 
Scots bar, authdr of ‘‘ The Master of Ballant 
trae’’ and ‘‘ Moral Emblems,"’ struck civil 
engineer, noble owner, ang patentee of the 
palace and plantation known as Vailima, in 
the Island of Upolo, Samoa, a British subject, 
being in sound mind and pretty well, I thank 
you, in body. 

In consideration that Miss Annie H. Ide, 
daughter of H. C. Ide, in the Town of St. 
Johnsbury, in the Cownty of Caledonia, in the 
State of Vermont, United States of America, 
was born, out of all reason, upon Christmas 
Day, and is therefore out of all justice denied | 
the consolation and profit of a proper birth- 
day.

same in the customary manner, by the sport- 
ing of fine raiment, eating of rich meats, 
and receipts of gifts, compliments, and copies 
of verse, according to the manner of our 
ancestors; 

And I direct the said Annie H. Ide to add 
to the said name of Annie H. Ide the name 
Loulsa—at least in private—and I charge her 
to use my said birthday, with moderation and 
humanity, et tamquam bona filia familia, 
the said birthday not being so young as it 
once was, and having carried me in a very 
satisfactory manner since I can remember.

British Navy Will Make an Experi- 
ment with the Dreadnought. 


LONDON, July 23.—The first official an- 
nouncement concerning the battleship 
Dreadnought is contained in a White 
Book on naval construction of the last 
year, issued to-night. 

After thorough consideration from every 
point of view, the White Book states, 
experts had no difficulty in arriving at a 
decision to adopt turbines, which are 
considered more ativantageous for sea- 
going speed, providing sufficient stop- 
ping and turning power and for purposes 
of quick and easy manoeuvring. The 
speed is designed to be 21 knots. The

In view of the modern potentialities of 
terpedo boats and considering especially 
the chances of a torpedo attack toward 
the end of a battle, the anti-torpedo boat 
guns are widely separated, so that the 
whole of them cannot be disabled by one 
heavy shell. Special attention has been 
paid to protection from submarine ex- 
plosions. 

The estimated cost of the Dreadnought, 
including guns, is $8,987,785.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Naval offi- 
cers here do not take kindly to the no- 
tion of turbines for warships, although 
there has been no official decision on the 
question, except by inference. 

When the bids were opened recently 
for the new battleships Michigan and 
South Carolina the builders submitted 
estimates for both turbines and recip- 
rocating engines. The turbine bids were 
all passed over by the board, and recip- 
rocating engines were contracted for.

MORE DEATHS ON RAILROADS. 


of 1,126 in Three Months— 
Fewer Passengers Suffer. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—The railroad 
accident bulletin, which has just been 
issued by the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission for the three months.ended March 
31, 1906, shows the total number of cas- 
ualties to passengers and employes to be 
1,126 killed and 17,170 injured. This is an 
increase of 17 in killed and 52 in injured 
over those reported in the preceding three 
months. 

The number of passengers and employes 
killed in train accidents was, 274, a /de- 
crease of 46. There were 1,021 collisions 
and 1,569 derailments, of which 289 col- 
lisions and 167 derailments affected pas- 
senger trains. The damage to cars, en- 


gines, and roadway by these accidents 
amounted to $2,924,735. 

In closing the bulletin says: ‘* The most 
disastrous accident reported in the pres- 
ent bulletin, a collision causing 34 deaths 
and injuring 24, was due to the striking 
failure of the train dispatching system.

FRANCE’S TRADE WITH US. 


Total of $107,240,547 of Exports for 
Year Just Ended Breaks Record, 


PARIS, July 23.—Statistics collected by 
the United States Consulates through- 
out France and tabulated by Consul Gen- 
eral Masor show that exports from 
France to the United States for the 
year ended June 80 reached the record- 
breaking total of $107,240,547, an increase 
of $18,828,473, or 17 per cent. over the 
previous year. 

All the great commercial centres ex- 
cept Lyons, Havre and Calais increased 
their shipments to the United States. 
The decrease at Lyons is chiefly due to

“There is no truth whatever in the 
story that the Mutual Life lists of names 
contain any intended errors. The lists as 
filed at Albany contain the names and 
addresses so far as they -xist in the rec- 
ords of the company. 

“Changes of residence since the issue 
of policies and not noted in the records of 
the company by the policy holders, of 
course, the management has no means of 
tracing or correcting. 

“It Is algo untrue that the company is 
engaged im the preparation of another 
list. 

“It was not In the power of the com- 
pany to make any better or more accurate 
list than it has already made. The state- 
ment that there was any iatent to mis- 
lead policy holders is untrue, and is ob- 
viously issued for a wrongful purpose.” 

It was explained at tHe Mutual Life 
yesterday that the meaning of Mr. Pea- 
body’s statement that the Mutual is not 
preparing another list is that the stencils 
bearing the names and addresses of the 
policy holders, which are now being made 
at a cost of $20 3 thousand to the com- 
pany, are not officially considersad “a 
list." Their only use, it was added, was 

for addressing cnvelopes. The Mutual's 
management has not yet decided whather

Churchill Says the Boston & Maine 
Governs New Hampshire.

CORNISH, N. H., July 23.—Winston 
Churchill, the novelist, who is a candi- 
date for Governor of this State, said to- 
day: 

“The domination and prostitution of 
Government by railroads gnd other cor- 
porations are unquestionably the greatest 


Olitical evil we have to face in the 
Inited States to-day. The situation in 
New Hampshire is in a sense unique in 
that we are dominated by one railroad, 
the Boston & Maine. 

“The system which they have gradu- 
ally worked out to govern New amp- 
shire has in it some elements of genius. 
Under it the people of the State have 
apparent autonomy, and the iron un 
the velvet glove is but occasionally felt. 
It therefore has taken many years Yor 
the people of the State to realize their 
condition, but there is abundant evidence 
that they realize it now. The movement 
of the Lincoln Republican Club was starte 
ed so late that it Is doubtful whether 
we shall have time to rouse the State 
this year before the caucuses which oc- 
cur in four weeks, but although our ac- 
tive campaign began only on Friday the 
movement is fast gaining strength. 

“ We have only about seven out of some 
seventy-five papers in the State in our 
favor. Most of the rest of them gre sub- 
sidized. The railroads flood the State 
with passes and attorneys are required to 
sign a receipt acknowledging the pass as 
a retainer.

on the River Thames, England, between 
the Harvard Uviversity crew which de- 
feated Yale at New London last month 
and the Cambridge University crew, which 
beat Oxford last ‘April. The race will be 
rowed over the Oxford-Cambridge course, 
which extends from Putney to Mortlake, 
a distance of four miles and three fur- 
longs. The Cambridge men have suggested 
two dates, each of which will be satis- 
factory to them, Sept. 8 or 14. The Har- 
vard men will choose the latter. 

Several members of the Harvard eight 
are now in Huropse, and will join the other 
members of the crew, who will sail on the 
Cedric on Friday. The only one of the 
crew who cannot go at that time is Mor- 
gan, No, 8. He Is attending the Harvard 
Summer sohool, the session of which will 
continue until Aug. 14. On the follewing 
day he, too, will sail for England, and will 
arrive in time to have three weeks in.the 
boat with his associates. In the mean- 
time he will row every day on the Charles 
River and will keep in condition. r 

Two of the men from the Harvard 
freshman eight, Falkner and Lunt, will

John Cox, the English attorney and 
agent with a mission for lost heirs, de- 
parted yesterday afternoon from the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria for Boston to meet Henry 
Pollexfen, who claims the $730,000 in 
broad Spanish pieces which his father, 
the late Capt. Henry Pollexfen, is said 
to have discovered on a sunny isle where 
Capt. Kidd or some other bold buccaneer 
had hidden them. 

The tale of how Mr. Cox got into con- 
tact with Pollexfen of Boston is not less 
curious than the story of the old sea dog, 
Capt. Pollexfen, murdered in the newest 
of London's thoroughfares, and ends in 
the most approved story-book style, with 
the promise to convert the ‘tainted mon- 
ey’ to the service of religion, 

Mr. Cox represents a conoern in Lon- 
don, which will for a consideration hunt 
the world over to discover those to whom 
money is due. When the company re- 
ceived a commission to produce the heir 
to the fortune in doubloons, for which 
Capt. 
in Kingsway, London, it at once turned 
to this country. Cox came and began his 
search by dropping on Fifth Avenue the 
only piece of evidence of the missing heir 
he possessed. It was a gold coin, bearing 
the likeness of a young man and the 
single word “ Henry.” 

In such a contretemps there was noth- 
ing to do but to advertise, and according- 
ly in three of New York’s paperg ap- 
peared the offer of a reward of $1,000 for 
information as to the whereabouts of 
Henry, son of the murdered Capt. Pollex- 
fen, and of a reward described as “ sult- 
able” for the dropped gold piece. 

Such an advertisement brought its re- 
sult. First yesterday came a response by 
telephone to the Waldorf, where Mr. Cox 
lodged, from a William Pollexfen. He 
did not appear to have any particular 
claims to the cash, except his title to the 
same good old Cornish name, and Mr. 
Cox was satisfied with giving him an 
appointment for an interview. 


Here’s Romance Enough. 


A few minutes-later a long-distance tele- 
phone rang, and then Cox knew that his 
search across the ocean had met with its 
due reward. A voice from Boston de- 
clared that Anthony Didring was speaking 
and that Henry Pollexfen himself was 
standing by his side. The voice went on 
to say that Mr. Didring had been in New 
York on Saturday afternoon and had ta- 
ken a stroll up Fifth Avenue, ~ 

As he passed the corner of Thirty-third 
Street he noticed a gold coin lying on the 
sidewalk, and stooped to pick it up. 
remarked that it bore the features of a 
young man upon it, but he did not pause 
to consider them. He thought it was 
merely a ‘lucky piece,” put it in his 
pocket, and went on. 

Later Mr. Didring looked at it more 
closely and a little later read the adver- 
tisement. He realized that Henry Pollex- 
fen was a man he Knew, and that the 
coin in his pocket was undoubtedly that 
to which the notice referred,

According to the brief acoount of him- 
self which Henry Pollexfen communi- 
cated to Mr. Cox over the telephone he 
is the son of the late Capt. Henry Pol- 
lexfen of London. Five years ago he 
left his father. He had, indeed, a heredi- 
tary yearning for the sea, but he an- 
fully resisted it. His thoughts turn to 
holier things, and he therefore slipped 
away, while his old father was on a 
voyage to the South Seas, and never let 
him know what had become of him. 

In his search for the higher life he 
decided to come to the United States to 
earn his living as best he might. He 
dreamed that upon the boundless prairies 
of the West his soul would be exposed to 
less temptation than in more crowded 
centres. ut some one told him of Bos- 
ton and thither he went to find his peace 
in religious work. 

Meanwhile Capt. Pollexfen, after forty 
years of the sea, retired, and announced 
that he had acquired a fortune. It seem? 
that really he had discovered the hiding 

lace of the store of an old-time pirate. 

rom this he packed $750,000 in a trunk 
and settled down to end his days in quiet 
in Kingsway, London. 

Robbers got wind of his possessions and 
they burst into his rooms, stole 8125,900 
of the money, and murdered the old mar- 
iner. Yet still what he had left was so 
heavy that it took three men to carry 
away the chest in which it was contained. 
Jf Mr. Cox is satisfied that the Henry

| Prices Advance in Face of the 
Russian Situation. 


Abrupt Recessions in the Last Hour— 
None of the $5,000,000 Gold Re- 
ceived at London Taken for 
Wall Street. 


For three days Wall Street has had the 
only bull market in the world. Last Fri- 
| day priees were advanced sharply in the 
face of disturbing developments abroad, 
on Saturday they advanced a little more, 
and yesterday, with Russian securities 
|} demoralized on the other side of the 
water and all Europe in a state of sus- 
pense, our bull movement continued. This 
would seem almost like international phil- 
anthropy. There has doubtless been some 
selling here for foreign account, those de- 
siring to liquidate securities naturally 
seeking the market on which securities 
can be sold to best advantage. 

The advance yesterday in foreign ex- 
change, making further gold imports im- 
mediately impossible, notwithstanding a 
decline in gold at London, probably could 
be attributed more to general uneasiness 
over the Russian situation than to sales 
of stocks here for foreign account, but 
at all events, it prevented our bankers 
from getting any part of the $5,000,000 
| gold which arrived at London from South 
| Africa. It was predicted last week that 
the greater part of this gold would be 
| taken on bids from Wall Street. Bank- 
|}ers here were heard to say that the gold 
could have been taken if it had been 
wanted badly, and that gold can be drawn 
to this side at will, if the necessity arises, 
| but obviously the difficulties.of the for- 
| eign markets will make it harder for our 
| bankers to import gold, especially from 
France. 

The stock market opened down nearly 
1 per cent. In response to a lower set of 
| quotations from the American quarter of 
ithe London market, but 1t was apparent 
that the bull element was still in con- 
trol of the Stock Exchange situation. 
Supporting orders were distributed 
through the list, and aggressive buying 
succeeded the initial weakness. Before the 
end of the first hour the active list was 
back to about Saturday's closing, and 
subsequently fresh improvement, very 
pronounced in some cases, was scored 
under the leadership of Union Pacific, 
Southern Pacific, Reading, American Su- 
gar, the United States Steel shares, Ana- 
conda, an& a few other stocks. The mar- 
ket maintained its strength until the last 
| hour, when profit taking, partly natural 
in view of the advance and partly influ- 
enced by dread: of what might happen 
abroad overnight, caused abrupt reces- 
sions. The list of net changes for the 
day shows about as many declines as ad- 
vances. Some of the leading issues, nota- 
bly Union Pactfic and Southern Pacific, 
closed unchanged, after unwonted activ- 
ity on rising prices during the greater 
part of the day.

NO MORE GOLD D ENGAGED. 


European. Selling of Stocks Here 
Causes Sharp Rise in Exchange. 


The expected engagements of gold in 
London for import te New York were not 
made yesterday, owing to a sharp advance 
in foreign exchange, which made it un- 
profitable to carry through such transac- 
tions. Demand sterling, which for many 
days had ruled in the neighborhood of 
4.8450, rose abruptly to 4.8515, which is 
the sharpest movement that has occurred 
in foreign exchange in many weeks. 

The disturbed conditions of foreign mar- 
kets, due to the situation in Russia, was 
the chief cause of the upward movement 
in exchange. As no effort was made by 
New York bankers to obtain gold in Lon- 
don, there was a decline of 1d. in the price 
of bar gold to 77s. 9%d. This decline, how- 
ever, was more than offset by the 65- 
point advance in sterling exchange.

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, according to advices received 
in Wall Street yesterday from Boston, has 
borrowed from banks $5,000,000 on notes 
running from three to six months. It was 
explained that this borrowing was in an- 
ticipation of the receipt of funds which 
will be provided by the underwriters of 
the recent bond {ssue. 

Last Spring the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company sold $100,000,000 
of convertible bonds to a syndicate head- 
ed by J. P. Morgan & Co. and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. It was provided at the time 
of the sale that payment for the bonds 
was to be made in installments extending 
over all of this year and part of next.

Many acute critics are distrustful of the 
market because of the strenuous nature of 
the recovery. Not only has it been too 
rapid, they think, on technical grounds, 
but too obviously the result of manufact- 
ured sentiment. Ten days ago, when prices 
were 3 to 8 points lower all around, there 
Was no encouragement to buy stocks.

The last bear day in the market was 
Thursday, July 12. The leaders of the re- 
covery so far have been the Harriman 
stocks and St. Paul, in which there has 
been an average advance of between 8 and 
® points. At yesterday’s highest prices 
Union Pacific showed an advance of 8% 
points from the low of July 12, Southern 
Pacific an advance of 8% points, and St. 
Paul an advance of 8% points. Through 
the active list there have been such other 
recoveries as nearly 25 points in Anacon- 
da, 8% points in Reading, 5% points in 
Pennsylvania, 5% points in Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, 6% points in Amalgamated 
Copper, 3% points in Steel common, and 
4% points in Steel preferred.
